The  (hooting  star  is  an  oddity  of  the 
v  ary  oddest  kind,  ft  is  a  world  of  itself 
— a  miniature  planet  —  probably  not 
larger  than  tbe  papier  mAche  globe  on 
yoar  study  table  or  tbe  robber  bell 
with  which  the  ecboolboys  play  “three 

co*i«*d  cat.”  bo*  a  world  *“•*  tb«- 

o mfett.  These  bqby  planeta  are  not  al¬ 
ways  round,  as  planeta  are  generally 
•nfpaeed  to  be.  but  are  known  to  be  in 
all  aorta  of  queer  shapes.  Some  are 
•qtSare,  others  octagonal ;  some  irregu¬ 
lar;  und  many  cornered,  while  ooe  Is  oo- 
(  04) unally  met  with  which  is  smooth 
as  ;  a  brick  or  a  cement  paving  atone. 
Probably  you  have  never  heard  of  a 
man  (or  woman  either,  for  that  matter) 
“meeting  with"  a  shooting  star  in  any 
of  his  wanderings.  Let  us  aee  bow  such 
a  tibing  might  be  possible. 

f  he  shooting  star  is  originally  a  min¬ 
iature  world,  revolving  around  the  sun 
with  as  much  regularity  a a  tbe  earth, 
Juju  ter,  Venus  or  Mara  It  keeps  up 
tb$*  unerring  flight  thousands  or  even 
millions  of  years  Finally  it  reaches  the 
lig^it  of  its  existenoe.  Suddenly  and 
peshapa  without  any  visAle  cause  it 
ibOota  off  at  a  tangent  It  is  now  a 
“Aiooting  nur."  Formerly  it  was  a 
wfeld,  but  even  now  it  is  not  bright  as 
oAer  stars  ara  Let  ns  see  what  will 
caiso  it  to  “flame  up  like  a  gigantlo 
toSch  in  tbe  heavens. 1  ’  This  particular 
body  that  we  are  talking  about  shot  off 
frdin  ita  orbit  in  the  direction  of  our 
eofth.  Its  speed  is  not  less  than  20 
m7l<  s  a  second,  probably  five  times  that 
kn  the  great  outer  sea  of  space  it  en- 
cfflniters  no  resistance  to  its  headlong 
flight.  But  wait.  It  is  nearing  the  en¬ 
velope  of  atmosphere  which  surrounds 
<>or  globe.  What  will  be  tbe  result  when 
it  comes  in  contact  with  “the  air  we 
b&athe'j'’’  The  first  stratum  It  strikea 
ia  ho  attenuated  that  its  resistance  is 
vary  slight.  Yet  the  friction  is  greut 
enough  to  instantly  raise  the  tempera.- 
tqr->  of  the  falling  world.  Within  the 
hundredth  part  of  a  second  the  dense 
sftatum  of  atmosphere  has  been  enoouu- 
teKd  The  flight  of  tbe  little  world  is 
now  perceptibly  checked,  the  result  be¬ 
ing  a  sudden  firing  of  the  mineral  mat¬ 
ters  in  the  Btona  There  is  an  instanta¬ 
neous  burst  of  light,  and  then  we  see 
the  doomed  representative  of  the  minia- 
tnre  planq|H  in  all  its  meteorio  splendor. 
Feasibly  tfie  streak  of  Are  it  leaves 
adiwart  tbe  heavens  will  not  appear  to 
be  more  than  a  few  hundred  feet  long. 
Certainly  it  will  be  thin  and  short  if 
tire  little  world  was  not  larger  than  a 
-football — because  it  will  be  almost  in¬ 
stantly  consumed  as  soon  as  it  strikes 
the  denser  portions  of  the  atmosphere. 
Ou  tbe  other  hand,  if  this  world  which 
his  so  suddenly  come  to  an  eud  was  us 
large  ns  a  good  sized  barn  when  it  start¬ 
ed,  fragments  of  it  weighing  from  10  to 
1,000  pounds  may  reach  the  earth.  It 
it  from  these  fragments  that  we  learn 
the  Bhape  and  composition  of  tbe  aerial 
phenomenon  referred  to  as  “shooting 
stars.  " — St.  Louis  Republic.
